An our elderly and middlo-agod read- 


ers recall their childhood* they cnu re* 
member but f'ow gnmos oT chance or 
skill Unit were considered legitimate to 
the family, «»d iheso were such gamea 
as Checkers, Fox 
and 
Oeeie and 


Twelve-men Moms, plnycd. .with red 
and yellow kernels of corn on designs 
scratched on tho opposite sides of tv plain 
pine board. 
The various .games of 


cards were generally considered contra- 
band, and hence had wonderful charms 
for the boys rtho keenly enjoyed the 
stolen fruit in back garret, woodsheda, 
and haymows, In the youthful days of 
the younger of our adult readers the 
games of Dr. Butly and the Maniion 
of Happineu were added to the list 
recognized by the heads of moat fami- 
lies, and we well reniernbcr our doubts 
concerning the propriety of reporting at 
homo the fact that wo hud been exceed- 
ingly fascinated with tho game of Dr. 
jBmby at the house of a playmate, and 
also our happiness when the game, after 
becoming a little known in the neigh- 
borhood, was introduced to our fireside 
by parents who had tho good sense to 
believe in making homo pleasant to the 
youngsters. 


From Iheso dimple beginnings a few 


other games came into general use, and 
parents began to. learn that it was ubt 
beneath their dignity t« devoto a part 
of their evenings to making homo inter- 
esting and uttiuctivo to the children. 


The word "games'1 is at present used- 


to denote a wide range of amusements 
and recreations' adapted to the home cir- 
cle, such as charades' parlor magio, for- 
tunes, wax figures, pantouiines, etc., as 
well as games of ohanco and skill play- 
ed with various kinds of cards, or_on 
boards with dice and men, all of which 
wo believe are each year becoming more 
popular in American homos. 


But while this is so, wo would not 


have a parent forget for a moment that a 
lino should bo drawn between innocent 
home amusements and what wo under- 
Bland us gambling. 
Many aro unablo 


to see whore this lino is uid in what U 
consists, and while they admit tho ne- 
ccsity of making homo tho most attrac- 
tive place for the children, nrgue that 
games played at homo in childhood tend 
to gambling in manhood. Thin is not 
so ; it is the use of the gamo that de- 
cides which side of tho line it must bo 
placed. That delight of every boy, the 
gume of miirblcs, is as innocent as any 
oihT childish recreation, and yet many 
boys have received their first lesson 
in gambling wheo playing marbles for 
gains, and many parents have allowed 
tlioir sons to count over tho contents of 
their miirble-bugs at night in their pres- 
ence, who would have hold up their 
hands in holy horror at a game of Bcsi- 
quo nround tho evening Inmp. 'Here is 
just the lino we would draw. 
Never 


countenance any game played for a per- 
manent gain, or in which money or its 
equivalent is the object played for. 


That thia must be the one and only 


distinction between innocent recreation 
und harmful gambling must be seen 
from tho fnct that tho simplest iccrca- 
lion or amusement of chance or skill 
may bo nsod for gnmuHngpuipOaes, nnd 
hence no dividing lino can bo drawn be-^ 
twocn two gumoH unless, indeed, ono of 
thorn involves veious habits or practices 
in intclf. 


But if all games avo made simply 


mntteis of amusement, it is not likely 
that those boys who stay at home in the 
evening to play them with their parents 
nnd slitters will bo attracted in their 
manhood by tho temptations of the 
gaming tables. 


On the other hand, n boy who has 


been encouraged to bo proud of his con- 
stantly-increasing bag of maibles, as the 
reward of his shrewdness and skill in 
playing, will be ript enough to consider it 
legitimate in alter yours to keep his 
puree filled in the samp uuimicr, al- 
though ivory balls and pieces of cards 
may bo substituted for the marbles. 
It 


is a matter of satisfaction to all Viho 
have given the subject thought, that 
innocent games and home amusements 
aru fast becoming a prominent feature 
in our homos, thereby establishing 
counter attractions to those of the sa- 
loons and hauats of vice that crowd 60 
closely to our doors, not only in tho 
large cities bud in every country village 
in tho laud, — "7/onit nnd.
